I  recsi ved  a  letter  from  Don  Wilkinson  seeking  information  about 
the  TEC  Owl,  we  can  share  with  readers.  We  had  12  members  when 
the  club  started,  116  charter  members  and  over  300  members  at  the 

end  of  1967.  Some  collectors  in  this  group,  that  are  still  around 
can  supply  any  additional  information. 

(TEC  News-Vol  2-1)  I  believe  that  the  owl  was  Dottie  Dows'  idea  arid 
she  mentions  that  Norman  C.  Mixon,  brother  of  ben  Mixon,  Dottie 's ■ 

engraver,  drew  the  big  eye  owl  from  an  ancient  coin  struck  in  Athens. 
He  also  had  an  owl  on  his  store  card. 


(TEC  News-Vol  2-2)  According  to  the  records,  Dottie  Dow  was  already 
selling  250  serial  numbered,  limited  issue  of  the  owl  and  some  were 
issued  on  silver  dimes  by  request.  The  Elongated  membership  coin 
ca'ftd  was  a  separate  issue,  suggested,  made  and  donated  by  Ralph  Jobe. 
The  TEC  members  name  was  engraved  on  the  reverse  side  free  by  Dottie 
Dow.  Dottie  handled  the  owl  elongate  herself  to  avoid  club  involve¬ 
ment  which  was  time  consuming  board  action  to  issue  and  finance.

Amusements  in  Nevada,  after  seeing  a  machine  in  Cat) inburg,  Tn.  Took 
delivery  in  Jan  1980  just  in  time  for  the  1980  Winter  Olympics  in 
Placid.

Due  to  negligence  on  my  part  I  missed 
a  year  or  two  by  forgetting  to  send  in  my  dues.  Right  now  I  am  member

I  got  in  touch  with  Chester  Rogers  and  he  did  a  couple  of  1980  New 

York  State  Fair  dies  which  I  rolled  at  the  fair.  1  then  got  in  touch  with 

Adam  Cool  afrd  he  made  all  of  my  dies  until  he  passed  away.  I  haven't  got 
the  exact  number  of  dies  that  he  made  for  me  but  it  is  a  considerable 
amount.  I  promise  to  write  again  and  give  a  morp  detailed  accounting  of  the 
number  of  machines  that  I  have  put  together  (about  30),  as  well  as  the  list 
of  dies  by  date.

It  is  generally  accepted  that  rolling  of  elongated  coins  in  the  United  States 

began  at  the  World  Columbian  Exposition  held  in  Chicago,  Illinois  in  1892-93. 

Elongated  coins  are  coins  rolled  through  hand  cranked  machines  consisting  of 

reverse-engraved  dies  cut  in  steel  rollers,  similar  in  concept  to  wringers  on 

old  fashioned  washing  machines.  Regular  coins  are  run  through  the  rollers 

under  tremendous  pressure,  which  passes  the  coin  into  the  die  and  due  to  the 

pressure,  elongates  the  coin  in  the  process.  Power  mechanism  has  been  added 
to  many  machines. 

* 

Elongated  coins  come  in  all  denominations  plus  tokens  and  foreign  coins  with 

the  one  cent  piece  being  by  fur  the  most  common.  It  is  not  illegal  to  make 

elongated  issues  on  U.S.  coins.  Although  SECTION  331,  TITLE  18  of  the  U.S. 

Code  prohibits  the  fraudulent  alteration  and  mutilation  of  U.S.  coins,  the* 

status  does  not  prohibit  mut  i lation  of  coins  if  done  without  fraudulent  intent 
or  use.

With  the  start  as  a  money  making  souvenir  at  world  fairs  or  expositions,  the 
elongated  coin  has  evolved  into  mementos  for  most  any  event,  activity  or  topic. 
Many  more  are  used  as  store  or  personal  cards.  Prices  of  elongated  coins  vary* 
depending  on  number  rolled,  age  denominations,  popularity  of  topic  or  event, 
even  condition  of  the  coin.  Only  three  books  on  elongat.es  which  catalog  and 
provide  a  price  guide  have  been  published,  however  the  more  common  and  numerous 
elongateds  sell  for  between  o()(i  and  $1.00  when  not  used  as  free  hand-outs.  It 
is  estimated  there  are  a  thousand  elongated  coin  collectors  with  large  general 
collections,  and  thousands  more  who  collect  topical  or  specialty  elongates. 

Older  elongated  coins  are  found  at  coin  shops  or  shows,  flea  markets,  even 

garage  sales.  Modern  el.ongaleds  are  rolled  and  sold  at  many  events,  fairs, 

shows  and  other  activities,  plus  used  as  personal  or  store  cards.  Several'die 

designers  and  engravers  art  are  commercially  available  at  a  moderate  cost.  There 
are  over  100  active  "roll 

a  nominal  cost.  There  are  a  small  number  of  dealers  in  Americana  Exonumia,  that 
also  issue  catalogs  and  sell  elongated  coins  by  mail  or  auction.  There  are  a 
number  of  major  collectors  or  rollers  who  occasionally  publish  lists  of  elongatec 
coins  they  are  willing  to  sell.

There  is  an  active  association  of  elongated  collectors  known  as  The  Elongated 

Collectors  (TEC),  which  has  elected  officers,  publishes  a  quarterly  newsletter 

and  meets  annually  at  the  American  Numismatic  Association  National  Convention, 

where  they  also  sponsor  an  exhibit  and  booth.  If  you  would  like  to  know  more 

about  elongated  coins  and/or  TEC  join  now;  Dues  for  regular  memberships  are 

only  $5.00  per  year.

Machine  frame  is  of  heavy  bronze.  Gears,  handle,  coin  slide,  and  coin  catcher  are  chrome 
plated. 

Machines  have  the  coin  slide  to  drop  the  coin  into  and  push  in,  turn  handle  one  full  turn, 
and  elongated  coins  slide  into  coin  catcher. 

Each  machine  comes  with  a  metal  stand  with  2  wheels  on  one  end.  Just  tilt  the  stand 
and  you  can  roll  it  like  a  two  wheel  cart  anywhere.  The  metal  stand  also  has  two  drawers 
to  hold  supplies,  like  key  chains,  neck  chains,  etc.
